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PREFACE. 



If one may judge by the contents of his third protocol book, it is 
probable that William Hegait ceased to be town-clerk about the end of 
the year 1568. After the passing of the Act of Parliament, 1567, c. 34, 
no sasine could be validly given in burgage property except by "ane of 
the baillies of the burgh and the common clerk thairof." Hegait continued 
to officiate in such procedure till November in the following year; but 
from that time his book consists principally of a record of transactions 
connected with landward estates, some of them as far distant as the shires 
of Wigtown and Argyle. With three exceptions (Nos. 1008-9 and 1042) it 
contains no protocol relating to property in Glasgow. 

It is believed that the writer of these three volumes of protocols now 
concluded, was the William Hegait who got into disfavour with Queen Mary 
for circulating rumours regarding the variances between Damley and her. 
The circumstances are narrated in a letter by the Queen to the archbishop of 
Glasgow, written a few weeks previous to the Kirk of Field tragedy. The 
passages in the letter relating to Hegait are reproduced in Appendix No. IV. 

In Appendix No. I. abstracts are given of the protocols of Michael 
Fleming, a Glasgow notary, whose book, as mentioned in the preface to 
last volume, is preserved in the General Eegister House at Edinburgh. 
Fleming has not been identified as a town-clerk of Glasgow, but, seeing 
that the proceedings recorded by him relate almost exclusively to Glasgow 
properties and affairs, the propriety of including them in the present series 
is obvious. The last of these protocols is ten years earlier in date than 
the oldest protocol book preserved in Glasgow. Michael Huchissone was 
"commone clerk" in 1539 (Appendix HI.), but no book of his is extant

The editor has to express his acknowledgments to Mr. J. Maitland 
Thomson, Curator of the Historical Department^ for the facilities afforded 
by him while Fleming's protocol book was being used in the Begister 
House. The abstracts have been made by the Rev. Walter M*Leod, Edinburgh. 

Notaries usually wrot« their protocol books in the Latin language. 
Forming an exception to this rule, Fleming's protocols are almost wholly 
in the vernacular, a peculiarity of special interest which has rendered a 
glossary desirable, and one has accordingly been appended. 

In the next volume of the series, the second of this year's issue, 
abstracts will be given of Henry Gibson's protocols, beginning in 1555.

Glasgow, and no one with him; which rental was not deleted at the time 
of his decease, on account of which, as he offered to prove, the said Allan 
enjoyed the lands, as his relict also did, and was called in courts for the 
same; (4) That he, the prelocutor, desired to see the rental at his client's 
expense, and offered to prove that it had not been changed by her husband 
in his lifetime; and by that right she should enjoy the lands by the general 
custom, and by the privilege to the widows of Saint Mungo during their 
widowhood; (5) That this was a question of law as well as of custom, and 
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such a matter should not go to an assize of men unskiUed and unadvised, 
who had no knowledge, but that the bailie and his assessors ought to decide 
it; (6) That for a period beyond memory of men, without any interruption, 
widows had enjoyed the rentals of their husbands diuing their widowhood, 
and in like manner this Marion Flemyng ought to enjoy the rental of her 
husband, and that on account of divers laws and rights which he craved to 
be inserted in this instrument as they follow . . .^ On behalf of the 
widow he offered to prove the premises, protesting for wilful error if the 
assize should deliver to the contrary.

[In the name of God. Amen. By this present public instrument^ be 
it evidently patent and known to all that on the 5th day of November, 
in the year of the Incarnation of our Lord, 1539, the 13th indiction, and 
6th year of the pontificate of the most holy father in Christ and our Lord, 
lord Paul the Third, by divine providence. Pope: In presence of us notaries 
public and witnesses underwritten, personally appeared a discreet man, Sir 
Andrew Crystesoun, chaplain, vested, in name of the chiuxh and of the 
blessed Virgin Mary in the crypt (bassa) of the metropolitan church of Glasgow, 
in state and sasine of the fee of a tenement, with yard and pertinents, 
lying within the city of Glasgow, in the Stfibyll Greyne, leading from the 
public way {yublica m), at the head of the said city to the two crosses, 
commonly called the Twa Crocis, on the east side of the common street 
(communis vici) of the said city, between the lands or tenements of the palace 
of the most reverend father the archbishop of Glasgow on the south, the 
yards of the vicars of the choir of Glasgow on the east and north, and 
the common street {commune vicum) on the west parts, as to us notaries public 
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cleiirJy appeared and appears, and he came to the said tenement, lying as 
aforesaid, and there, in name of the church and of the blessed Virgin Mary 
as aforesaid, with express consent and assent of Sir Mark Jamesoune, liferenter 
{usufruduarii) of the said tenement and yard, with the pertinents, resigned, 
overgave, and likcTiiase for ever upgave and d emitted state and sasine 
of the fee of the said tenement, with yard and pertinents, in the hands 
of George Elphynstoun, one of the bailies of the city of Glasgow, by 
delivery of earth and st/one; and that for implement, observance and satisfaction 
of the premises aftermentioned, as follows in the common language, — in 
favour of Sir Thomas Flemyng, vicar pensioner of Glasgow in the burgh 
{in huryo\ and his successors, vicars pensioners of Glasgw in the burgh ; 
personally appearing and consenting, for him and his said successors, to 
implement, observe and satisfy, and cause to implement, observe and satisfy, 
the underwritten things following in the common language, to be duly 
implemented and observed, according to the tenor and form of the common 
schedule underwritten, appointed by the said Sir Mark Jameson, liferenter 
of the said tenement and yard, with the pertinents; and the sums therein 
contained to be paid furth of the fruits, ferms, and profits of the 
said tenement and yard, with the pertinents, by those having interest 
yearly and termly, as in the said common schedule is provided. WTiich 
things so done, and by observance, implement and satisfaction of the premises 
following, in the common language, performed by the said Sir Thomas 
and his successors, vicars pensioners, in manner and form as aforesaid, the 
said bailie at the will of the said Sir Andrew and Sir Mark, and by 
virtue of his oflSce, by delivery of earth and stone, surrendered, gave and 
delivered to the said Sir Thomas, vicar pensioner of Glasgow in the burgh, 
state and sasine, also real, actual and corporal possession of the said tenement 
and yard, with the pertinents, and also gave investitiu-e to him for ever in name 
of the church, and for observance, implement and satisfaction of the things 
in the common language underwritten. Reserving, nevertheless, the frank 
tenement and liferent {liberum tenemenium et usumfructuum) of the said tenement 
and yard, with the pertinents, to the said Sir Mark for his whole lifetime 
allenarly.

And the said 
maister and bairnis, cfter the synging of ane gloriosa nychtlie, sail say the 
psalme de profuiuiisy with the collect thairof, for the saulis of Jhonn Paniter, 
Sir Alexander Paniter, his freyndis, and all crystiane saulis. And geif it 
faillies to be left on sung thre nychtis togydder, I wyll the said vicar 
pensionar gar twa prcistis of Sanct Mungois altar say twa messis the nixt 
immediat day thairefter de requie^ and geif to ilk ane of thame sax penneis 
thairfor of the said fowrty schillingis that the said maister of the sang 
scuyll suld have yeirlie; and that say oft to be done as it happingnis to 
be thre nychtis on swng. 

Iteia^ I will the said vicar pensionar, primo Junij anntuUim, gar thretty 
sax messis be said; and to wame thairto all the vicaris of the queir of 
the metropolitan kyrk of Glasgw, quhidder the nummyr of the said vicaris 
decres or incres. I will the said vicaris be first in nummyr to say the 
thretty sax messis, with the laif of chaiplanis that eftir foUowis. The 
vicarris that hes messis of cours I wyll thai provide and gar wtheris do 
for thame, swa that thame self may say mes de requie in the nether kyrk 
ane of the twa dayis, or ellis wtheris to be chosyng in thair steddis, and 
to haif thair waigis. I wyll the thretty sax messis be said suppois the 
queir and thir chaiplanis that efteruart ar specif eit fulfyll nocht the nummyr, 
the said vicar pensionar sail wame and caus say mony as necessar is to 
fulfyll the hayll nummyr with vicaris; and thame that ar specyfeit heir, 
everilk ane to haif ane lyik waigis.

The Stablegreen property was confirmed lo Alexander 
Ogilvie, residing in Leitb, by crown charter, dated 14 
July, 162f), and there the sum of £5 is still stated to be 
payable conform to Sir Mark Jamesoun's second founda- 
tion (Beg. Mag. Sig. vUi. No. 828). OgUvie thereafter 



resigned the property in favour of Jamei Elphingstoon, 
of Wodesyde, and his spouse, and they got a crown 
charter of confirmation on 28 October, 16S6 (76. Na 
886; Glas. Chart, pt. L, p. 78, Atiotract, Noa. 529, 581X 
In an old but undated rental of St. Nioholaa Hospital 
there occurs the entry—" James Elphinstoune of Wood- 
side, for his lands outwith the port, at the back of the 
castle, £6 18s. 4d.," being the equivalent of 10 merkt 
How the rental or feuduty came to be augmented baa 
not been ascertained. 

At the present day the corp<M»tion of Glasgow, as 
owners of that part of St. Mungo's burying groond, 
situated between the Asylum for the Blind and the 
Boyal Infirmary, pay a feuduty to St Nicholas Hoq>itBl 
which, though now of larger amount, is probably in 
continuation of the money payable under Sir Mark 
Jamesoun's foundation. In the title deeds of the 
burying ground the original piece, of whicdi it foniw a 
part, was held of the preceptor of St Nicholas Hoe|rital 
for payment of a yearly feuduty of ten merka, and waa 
described as lying near the Stablegreen ^rt, bounded 
on the south by the yards sometime belonging to the 
archbishop of Glasgow, afterwMds to the King, and 
by the yards belonging to the earl of Wigtown, and on the 
west by the high road entering the Stable Qreoi Poit. 
This ground, called Spring Gardens, was acquired for 
the purpose of a town's hospital in 1817 (to be substitnted 
for the old hospital in Clyde Street, then proposed to be 
removed), but was subsequently tiansferred to trosteea 
for the erection of the Asylum for the Blind. The 
asylum trustees, in 1833, sold to the corporation of 
Glasgow 7653 square yards as burying ground, and of 
the latter portion more than the half, via., 447S aquare 
yards, was purchased by the Boyal Infirmary tmatees in 
1860. 

The reference (pp 117, 110) to vicars in bvrgo and 
in rure indicates that in pre>Beformation time* there 
existed an arrangement similar to that introduced 
when, for ecclesiastical purposes, the landward disferii^ 
now known as the Barony Pariah, was disjoined from 
the urban or burghal terriUuy.

crown him; and, being crownit, as his fader suld tak upon him the govern- 
ment; with sundrie utheris attemptatis and purposis tending to this fyne.

and seing the mater of sic importance, culd not bot insist to have farther 
knawlege of the speikaris and authoris, to the effect that we micht better 
understand the grund and fontane quhairof it procedit. With the quhilk 
he being pressit, nominat William Hiegait in Glasquo, alsua your servand,' 
for his cheif author, quha, he said, had communicat the mater to him, as 
apperyt, of mynd to gratofie us; sayand to Walcar, gif I had the moyen 
and crydet with the Quenis Majestic that ze have I wald not omitt to mak 
hir previe of sic purpossis and bruitis that passis in the cuntrie.
